During the period October 22 to Oc- 
tober 29 the genéral situatiaon on our 
front underwent: no material change. 
Heavy rains have fallen. In Intervals 
of sunshine the enemy's artillery dis- 
played considerable activity and our 
artillery replied by shelling the ene- 
my's billets and trenches. With the 
exception of occasional outuursts of 


bombing, the enemy was unusually { 


quiet. There was little hostile rifle or 
machine gun fire. Our bombars and 
jPatrols - maintained — their activity. 
}Whenever possiblo our working par 


tles were actively employed. Several |:

Orders hare been sent out from 
Ottawa to all registrara of alien 
enemies, the police . who are acting 
as such, and. the Royal North-West 
Mounted Police in Western Canada to 
treat the Bulgarians now as alien 
enemies.

Coal mining ciguw of the Dominion, in 
Muottooa, Saxkurccewan and Atberta. the 
Yukon Territory, the North-West Terri- 
tortes And in a portion of the Province of 
Hritinh Colymbia,, muy be leased for a 
term of twenty-one years at an annual 
rental of $1 a0 acre. Not more than 2.560 
acren will, be Ieaned ta one applicant. 

Applications for a lease must be made 
by the spplicant in person to the Agent 
or BKul-Agent of the district in which the 
tights applied for are eltuated. 

In surveyed territory the land must be

Itis not strange then to 
find the town falrs going back and 
tho rural school fairs coming to the 
front.

sehiools: to teach’ the pupils the ad-

Shells of a high explosive 
were being dropped by the Germans 
and the task was by no means an en- 
viable onc. They were about 100 yards 
behind the British trenches. A ba 
near by, whore a number of the Brit. 
ish were billeted, some of whom were 
asleep, some cating and others pre- 


paring for service, was suddenly slicll-}— 


ed by the enemy. The building was 
exposed and a shell was thrown a- 
galust it and exploded with dire re- 


: sults. Prince and others rushed to 


the’ building arid“ succeeded in rescu- 
{ng ‘some soldiers. One was killed and 
“others seriously wounded. The wound. 
ed were taken out of the building and 
whilst being conveyed to the dressing 
station were subjected to fire by the 
enemy,which at times was terrific. 
The shells were of a triple nature 
and most destructive in their nature. 
At times Prince and the other mem- 
bers of the Ambulance Corps were 
compelled to fall flat upon the ground 
and do all In their power to protect 
the wounded upon the stretcher. 

- Prince gave a number of instances 


“where he and those associated with 


him were exposed to the enemy’s fire 
whilst performing his duties. They. 
were inot only exposed to the burst- 
ing of shells but the German snipers 
wore busy and would fire upon the 
stretcher bearers, having no regard 
, fo the Red Cross insigna. At Ypres 
Prince was wounded in the right arm 
and after belng in the hospital: for 
seven weeks returned, only fo be a 
victim of gas, which affected him to 
such an extent that he was compelled 
to relinquish his duties. He was in 
the hospital at Nance for seven weeks 
owing to Injuries and returned to 
duties at Ypres, when he became a 
victim of gas, which-caused his retire- 
ment from active service.

We; is 
still in a hagpial, but expects to ‘re- 
turn to the front. The gas had such 
&n_ effect upon’ Prince that his eye: 
sight was affected and after being in a 
hospital for some time he was invalid- 
ed to Canada.

)Bushner, the Fort McMurray self 
‘confessed double murderer, stiot’* #nd 
killed himself while resisting arrest 
at 3 o’colck on Friday afternoon, ii‘- 
‘teen miles north - of- Lac La Biche. 
The‘news reached this city yesterday 
afternoon. Letters found on Bush- 
‘ners body, addressed. to his wife, 
contained the confession that he not 
only murdered H. J.. McColley, the 
sheriff's bajliff.at Fort McMurray, but 
also a man named Reis, who went to 
the Fort McMurray district from Man- 
ville, east of Edmonton, in October of 
last year. Bushner afterwards set the 
shack on fire in an attempt to hide 
the evidence of his crimes. The an- 
nouncement that the bones of more 
than one man had been found in the 
shack was made several years ago, 
tuft it was not until the mounted po- 
lice read the confession of  Dushner 
that the identity of the second man 
was established. 





Bushner was ultimatciy cornered 
after a stern chasesof several days, in 
which twenfy trackers, including: 
twenty members of the mounted po- 
lice force, special constables and na- 
tive Indians, were employed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10—Ambas- 
sador Page and American. consuls 
throughout Htaly were instructed to- 
day by Secretary of State Lansing to 
cable immediately all information 
they could gather regarding the tor- 
pedoing of the Italian liner Ancona, 
aml particularly as to whether any 
Americans were lost. 

Up to the time the state department 
closed to-nisht, the official advices re- 
ceived has mentioned an American 
woman and an infant as smog those 
on board, Press despatches indicating 
that a umber of Americans may have 
lost their lives causéd much ‘concern 
in official quarters. There was no 
real tension, because news despatches 
which referred to the shelling of the 
Ancona by the Austrian submarine 
led to the belief generally among offi- 
cials that the Italian vessel ignored 
warning, and was attempting to es- 
cape. This, in the view of this gov- 
ernment, would justify a submarine 
commander in the use of force. 

Should it develop that no warning 
was given, a note demanding disa- 
vowal, reparation, and assurances 
thatt he incident would not be repeat- 
ed would be sent to Austria.

Torpedoes are dirided into three prin- 
‘cipal parts, the bead, the air flask and 
the afterbody, The war head is made 
of bronze and carries a charge of about 
200 pounds of guncotton. There is fit- 
ited into the war bead a small mechan- 
fsm called the war nosé, the function 
of which is to fre the guncotton charge 
twhen the torpedo strikes the object. 

The war nose has generally three or 
four arms, which aid the torpedo in 

* wutting through nets or fire the charge 
dn case the torpedo should strike a 
glancing blow. In times of peace steel 
jexercise beads are carried for the pur 
spose of practice and, as they aro filled 
fwith water, are entirely harmless, 

The head is fitted by screws to the 
ir flask, 2 hollow cylindrical tube 
about eleven fect long and used for 
storing compressed alr, the motive 
power of the torpedo.

Roaches, Ants Saaleven Even Bees Are Now’ 
Regarded With Distrust. 

The investigutiuns of recent years 
have disclused the relations of insects 
to malaria, -yelluw fever, bLubonie 
Plague anj—sleeping sickness. The 
striking ‘results alreudy demonstrated 
fu respect to the uctivity of moxqul- 
toes, fleas, bedbugx sud huusetiles In- 
evitably raises the question as tu the 
possible sigulficauce of other species af 
fnsects which may be lexs abundant, 
but whose contact with man may ‘be 
occasional or confined to restricted lo- 
ealitles, The group includes cock: 
roaches. ants aud Lees. 

“Tiiat an insect * thich will devour 
any sufliciently soft substance, from 
buman foods to glue, grense nnd water 
colors and which will Jive by prefer- 
ence fp the cracks of the. fivors and 
walls cf Louses. bakeries, restaurants, 
sugar reGncrics and tanneries. where 
thelr bodles come inte contact with the 
Glth and refuse that necessarily accu- 
mulate in such places, should carry a 
host of germs about on and In thelr 
bodies and be able to infect our foods 
Is certainly not surprising.” saya the 
Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
clation. “Yet this Is the babit of life 
of the omnlvorots cockroach, Roaches 
propably also feed on tuberculous spu- 
tum and. disseminate the bacilli as 
readily as the housefly. 

“Ants, which are often abundant tn 
houses and are readily disseminated 

by commerce, sometimes become a pest 

to the housewife, particularly when 
they get into. the stores of food. They 
have not escaped suspicion as dissemi) 
nators of pathogenic micro-or;unisma. 
Wheeler points out that it thus be- 
comes possible for ants to spread dis- 
ease In different ways.

When sun 
spots are at a maximum, magoetic 
storms of great violence occur, during 
which the electro magnetic excitement 
of the earth is vividly manifested—in 


of the aurora borealis, and in the earth 
ftself by vagabond currents which fn- 
terrupt telegraph and cable communt- 
cation, and sometimes feap into risi- 
bility in the form of crackling sparks 
and clectric fames playiog about the 
instruments, 

Occaslonally it has been ponsible to 
trace phenomena of this kind to the 
infucnce of Indiridual sun spots of un- 
usual magnitude and activity.

Mayor Church is tho last man that 
anyone would accuse of being a 
‘“‘grafter’’ if they realised the meaning 
of the word as we uso it in Canada. 
He is sometimes too outspoken and a 
bit headstrong, but be is | absolutely 
“fon the fevell 24. 

Here is an instance where the samo 
word means in Canada and Australia 
exactly the opposite. Many other ex- 
amples could probably be given. Ono 
comes to my mind as I write. To ap- 
ply the word “homely”? to a person— 
as I have heard it used a good many 
times—ia anything but complimentary. 
[t means she is a plain person. But 
in England it has quite a different 
meaning. To describe a person as 
“homely”? means that she is one of 
those sweet creatures who make you 
feol ‘fat home’’ in their presence. 

. Many other examples might be given 
of words which are used in Canada in 
a different sense to what they are in 
England. But there is no difference 
in the meaning of the word “loyalty” 
in either Great Britain, Canada, or 
Australia. -In the Old Country, the 
Rominion, and the Commonwealth. tho 
people are as one in’ their loyalty to

‘Murderous Huns 
- Cast Death” Germs 


LONDON, Nov. 20—The high rate 
of mortality among petsons injured by 
bombs thrown from Zeppelins at first 
caused the belief that these bombs 
contained poisons, now, according to 
the Dally Mall, surgeons suspect that 


“the bombs are impregnated with di- 


sease germs. 

The Daily Mail quotes an unnamed 
surgeon at a hospital where 40 per- 
sons seriously Injured in the last raid 
were treated as saying the death rate 
was at least five times as high as 
would be expected among patients 
wounded equally severely in battle or 
accidentally. 

“In practically all the cases,” the 
surgeon continues, “a germ causing 
rapid fatal gangrene, which is very 
rarely met with in ordinary hospitat 
practice, has‘been discovered by the 
hospital bacteriologists. Patients who 
have received the best treatment af- 
forded by a modern hospital within 
ten minutes after being injured, have 
suffered a much higher death rate 
than soldiers, who after recefving, 
‘wounds of the same severity, have had: 
to wait 24 hours before being treated. 

Enquiries are being made to deter- 
mine whether Itallan bacteriologists 
have found the same germ in the 
wounds of those injured in the recent 
rald on Verona. If this gangrene germ 
fs found there also it will be pretty, 
strong evidence that the gas bombs 
were deliberately impregnated with 
one of the deadilest varicties of dis-- 
ease germs known. “

[Brave Deeds of 
British Officers 


Splendid. Courage Displayed tal 
Loos Battle—Oue, Wounded, 
Threw 2,000 Bombs 


LONDON, Nov. -v.)/ 90.—More than a 


very in the fighting at Loos and Hul- 
luch six weeks ago are recounted in 
brief official ‘notes appended to the 
latest list of awards of the Mililary 
Cross and Distinguished Service Or- 
rer.’ The ten most striking are as 
follows: 

Capt. Dennis, y Scottish Borderers, 
was wounded in the trenches, but af- 


caped {rom the ambulance and went 
back to his men, advancing with his 
company until wounded. He was 
carried back to a dressing station, 
from which he disappeared after his 
wound was dressed, Later he was 
seen catching up with his company 
and again cheering them on until he 
was wounded a third time. 

Major Gordon, London Artillery, 
got close up to the German fines to 
reconnoitre, and, although under 
heavy fire, brought back twelve Ger- 
man captives, after having shot one 
man with his revolver. 

Carried Out Lighted Bomb. 

Lieut. Carr, Londen Infantry, , no. 
ticed while directing the removal of 
grenades from the, divisional “‘dump”’ 
that the fuse of a bomb had become 
ignited, He at once picked:it up and 
carried it out of the dugout. It ex- 
ploded just as it left his hand, seri- 
ously wounding him. His coolness 
saved an explosion of many thousand 
grenades and bombs, which would 
have killed scores of men and destroy- 
ed the entire: divisional. bomb re- 
serves during the heavy operations. 

Capt. Bird, London Field Angbulance 
on one occasion worked for 23 hours 
without cessation: in tending the 
wounded. He was twice observed 
carrying wounded on a stretcher un- 
der rifle fire, and for 55 hours was 
continually exposing himself to heavy 
shell fire. 

Lieut. Williams of the. “Buffs.” 
took charge of a small party of bomb- 
era and attacked the enemy, throwing 
2,000 bombs in 17 hours, 1t wag rain- 
ing all the time, and the damp fusey 
had to be lighted from cigarettes. 
Williama was wounded. early in the 
fighting, but refused to leave his 
post. 

Lieut. Hollwey, Moyal  Artillety, 
laid a telephone wire through the Ho- 
henzllern redoubt under heavy fire. 
One leg was disabled_before he had 
gone ten yards, but he dragged him- 
self on, the same leg being again 
bullet before he had 
finished ‘his task. When two tele- 
phonists had endeavored to carry him 
t» safety he insisted that they leave 
him and tend the wire. 

One Takes Seven. 

Lieut. Pusch, Londoff Intantry, led 
a party of bombers during the ad- 
vance through Loos. Going alone in- 
to a house he captured. seven Ger- 
mans, although shot in) the face by 
one of them, . Notwithstanding his 
wound he continued clearing the ene 
my out oLthe cellars of the town.

It Was Introduced by a Dutch Dandy, 
Jonkheer Breete. 

One of the-fnteresting things written 
about the monocle fs that the fashion 
Was introduced. at the congress of 
Vienna, the congress which remade the 
msp of Europe.

For All Religions 


HALIFAX, Nov. ov. 23.—The Evangell- 
cal Alliance is protesting because the 
heads of other churches than the Ro- 
man Catholic and Anglican were not 
given places in “the procession of the 
State funeral of Sir Charles Tupper. 
The Alliance convened a meeting to re- 
port. Rev. Dr. Mackinnin, president 
of the Pine Hill Presbyterian College, 
writes to the press a letter of com- 
plaint on behalf of the Alliance, in 
the course of which he says: “In the 
procession at the recent State funeral 
of Sir Charles Tupper, place was made 
for the Archbishops of the Roman Ca- 
tholic and Anglican denominations 
immediately after the Governors of 
the provinces, but the representatives 
jof other churches were excluded. 
As the names of these representatives 
had been supplied to those who had 
charge of the arrangements, and 
they wero invited to a seat in 8&t. 
Paul's Church, their exclusion from 
their proper place in the procession 
was of deliberate intent. The only 
assignable motive for this extraordl- 
pary procedure is that the Canadian 
Government, under .whose auspices 
this fancral was conducted, has defi- 
nitely decided to give special State 
recognition to’two religious bodies. As 

e public will at once observe this in- 
tfoduces a serious -possibility, the 
menace of State religion from which 
in this country we had hoped to be 
free.” 

On what other ground could the fact 
of Sir. Charies Tupper's life-long con- 
nection with the Baptist Church have 

‘! been ignored? ‘He was the son of'an 
honored ploneer Baptist minister, was 
himself baptised in that church at 
Windsor, and to the end of his life 
spoke tenderly of his connection with 
the Church of his fathers.

He warns his readcra that there may 
bo sooner or later air raids on Ger- 
many tike-the Zeppelin raids on Bri- 
tain. és 

Ho tells his countrymen that they 
must expect a war of exhanstion. He 
ridicules tho German talk about Swed- 
ish intervention and the idea that Rus- 
sin will conclude a separate peace. “He. 
says he considers it no sign of strength 
that the German Government. steadily 
refuses to disclose “its war aims,” and 
blames_the Government for making 
“too much noise’! about food regula- 
tions. 

Here Harden says the. soil of Ger- 
many is free and her armies are oc- 
cupying enemy territory, that none of. 
them ‘seem near collapse, and that the 
mightiest of them, Great Britain, can- 
not honestly be said to be even serious 
ly wounded. — All of them, he says, be- 
liove piously and sincerely, that thoy 
will be victorious, and they are! abso- 
lutely determined to secure’ victory by 
all possible means. 

Horr Harden points out that Rus- 
sia is “farther than ever from that de- 
clino which wo in our madness 50 
eagerly believed,’ and ‘says it is folly 
to suppose that any of the Entento 
Allies are ready to conclude a peace.

Most/of his old regiment has 
been ‘wiped out. 

"The reports that the German ‘sur. 
geons operate on their wounded pri- 


are not exaggerated,” said Colonei 
Currie: “There were three men in 
my regiment who fell into the hands 
o! the Germans after they had been 
severely wounded. They were remov- 
ed to a field hospital wheretthe Ger- 
man surgeons looked them over. Lit- 
tle preparation was made for the op- 
eration in each case. One of the at- 
tendants asked the surgeon if he was 
not going to use an anaesthetic to al- 
lay. the suffering of the wounded men, 
and the surgeon replied, ‘Oh, it does 
not matter, because they are Cans- 
dians.” The operations were per- 
formed without it. 

“The Canadians have won a great 
reputation because they endure the 
most: _ excruciating® pain without 
whining. It ig remarkable when one 
I had 


vanced trenches in the course of 8 
heavy: ‘bombardment. He was taking 
dictation from me “when we were in- 
terrupted bya high “explosive abel

soldier clapped his hand to his head 
for av manent and) stérted~ to’ go on 
with the dictation.

Be- 
fore the battle of St. Julien, in which 
the Cansdians tecelved much praise, 
the French and British gunners had, 
Colonel Currie said, for four months 
been “trying to get” a steeple behind 
the German lines about four miles 
away. Colone) Currie explained that 
the Allies had every reason to believe 
the steeple was being used by their 
enemy *for observation purposes. The 
more seasoned marksmen of the 
French and British artillery had miss- 
ed their mark far and wide-after wast- 
ing thousands of shells. 

“T¢ was in the forenoon when our 
gunners heard the French gunners 
swear off after failing to ee 
steeple,” said ,CaJonel Currie. 
of our gunners trained his piece on 
the towering spire just visible in the 
distance. He sent a shell just a little 
te the right of the steeple. He fired 4 
gecond shot and the steeple disap- 
peared in’ a cloud of dust, and & 
shout of joy went up from the Allies’ 
lines, From that moment the Cana- 
dians,had ‘an established reputation.” 

The British method of training 
armies is. remarkable, according to 
Colonel Currie, probably because the 
British attitude toward work is dif- 
ferent from ‘that of the Canadians. 
In Caneda Colonel Currie said the 
farmers always stopped plowing when 
it began to rain, but in England the 
farmers plowed right on, because it 
kept on raining and they’had to work 
their ¢rops. Just so they went right 
on with their military training. The 
men were grestliy invigorated by the 
yough’ weather. After a few months’ 
training’ the Canadians were placed 
beside some of the famous British 
fighting organizations, such as the 
Gordons, Camerons, Sherwood High- 
landers, and = Guerds. They were 
equal to the very best. 

\The facilities of the British Govern- 
ment for providing the “men in the 
trenches with necessary things, and 
even with small luxuries, was mar- 
elous, Colonel Currie said.

the same company with him during 
most of his time in France. He had 
one of the highest senses of duty it 
has been my pleasure to seo In any 
man. 

“Although” his health was falling 
him and he had been advised to mko 
a rest, he gamely stucx on until fin- 
ally he was seriously wounded by a 
rifle grenade. His’ consitution, under- 
mined by his Ife in the trenches, 
would not stand the strain, and he 
died in the fleld ambulance some six or 
seven hours later. 

“I will never forget his last words. 
On hearing he was wounded, I at once 
ran to the dressing station and saw 
him there. As ho-was leaving for the 
‘eld ambulance ne sald with taat 
smile which never seemed to desert 
him, ‘I will be In Canada some time 
before you will-and I thought he nad 
a wound that wouldtlikely take him to 
Canada but did not consider it fatal, 
but six short hours later he went on a 
longer journey. As you know I am 
not a great hand at quoting poetry 
I think Shakespear's words spoken 
by Mark Antony. at the death of Bru- 
tus were never more exemplified than 
in the case of Mercer: ‘His way was 
gentle and the elements so: mixed In 
him that nature might stand up and 
say to all the world, this was a man.’ 
This may not be the oxact’ quotation 
but contains the thought in-any event. 

“I am aure if some fellow could tell 
the Windsor people of the herolsm of 
Bob Mercer there would not be a 
young man left in the town. ‘They 
would all come over here? ant help 
avenge him. There are many who 
pass on to their reward without ever 
wearing a decoration but nevertheless 
earn them often more than those who 
recelve them. Capt. Mercer was ono 
of these men. He died as he had lived 
with a smile on his face and as long 
as any of the old second battalion are 
left his memory will be ever green in 
our unit. 

“Things are moving slowly, but sure- 
ly and whether the war is over in one 
year or ten there can only be one end- 
ing.”

appeared rather the 
marching of men to slcughter, with 
the idea that the side on which most 
men were left was the victor. When 
I saw tho enemy advance for an at- 
tack it reminded me of wheat falling 
before a mowing machine. 

Not seelng any romance in this kind 
of warfare, I thought I would like to 
enter the corps of aviators. Not hay- 
ing byen educated to run a fying ma- 
chine,\I could only volunteer to go up 
with one who had as a fighting man 
or a bomb dropper. I succeeded in 
getting myself tried for this serrice, 
and if was found that I had the bead 
for it. Not.every person can rise to a 
teat belght without becoming dizzy, 
and this of course would render him 
unavailable for the purpose, The stock 
of English aeroplanes bad been, in- 
creasing during the autumn of 1914, 

and experts were wanted to man the 
new ones and fill the gaps made by 
(hose who were killed. So I, baring 
Peoved my efficiency, was detailed as 
a bomb dropper. 

My Orst service was with a number 
of aeroplanes on an expedition to de- 

stroy a manufactory of munitions of 
war within the German ines. ‘There 
Were a dozen machines, each bearing a 
goodly supply of bombs. The machine 
on which I served also carried a rapid 
fre gun. 

The expedition started at noon. Our 
machines had whirred for two hours 
when we came fn sight of the town in 
which the factory we were to destroy 
was located. In order to drop bombs 
with avy precision we muxt xettle 
down to within a few hundred feet of 
the object to be destroyed, which 
would bring us within range of the 


“| guns that would be brought to bear 


upon us. The ficet commander signal- 
ed that we would separate and then 
draw near enough to the town to ob- 
serve the location of the factory, keep- 
ing at a height that would be out’ot 
range. Then we were to fly away, re- 
turning when night was coming on, 
make straight for a point just above 
the works, drop the bombs and get 
away under cover of the darkness. ~ 

lieutenant Moeker, commanding and 
guiding the airship on which I served, 
steered it over the northern part of 
the town. Ho was engaged In driving, 
while I noted the position of the fac 
tory, As soon as it was plainly visible 
I directed his attention to it, that he 
might be the better able to cover it 
when the attack was madé. 

While the plan of attack precluded 
the possibility of a surprise, it facilitat- 
ed escape after the bombs had been 
dropped. But the attacking force 
conld not expect to approach the works 
in the day without being observed, and 
a night attack on a particular part of 
the town wonld likely faii from In- 
ability to locate fit in the darkness, 
There was one weak point in the plan. 
Twilight lasts longer above than be- 
low, and the enemy would bave a bet- 
ter view of the aeroplanes than we 
on the aeroplanes would have of the 
enemy. But there is a great differ. 
ence between aeroplanes and a factory 

vering a large area. The latter 
would be an extended target. while the 
aeroplanes would be a small and scat- 


tered one. ‘The advantages and disad- - 


vantages on each side were about 
eqnal, leaving a marked advantage 
with the aeroplanes in the matter of 
escape after the attack. 

One or two shots were delivered at 
those aeroplanes fying nearest to the 
factory, but they kept so far distant 
that there was but little danger of 
their being bit. Having located the 
point of attack, they flew away, pass 
Ing out of sight. 

At that season of the year the twi- 
light was short, and we returned for 
the attack soon after the sun had sunk 
below the horizon. There was a range’ 
of high bills fo the west of the town, 
apd our commander ganged the time 
for our attack when we would-be in

our. ears. The attack occupied only a 
few minutes; then it was every aero- 
Plane for itself. I only knew that the 
machine on which I served received a 
shot that put us in _tho position of a 
bird with a broken wing. However, 
we were not®so much damaged bot 
that we could limp along. Otber ma- 
chines passed us in their fight, leaving 
us far beblnd, we sinking toward the 
earth, | 

Not knowing much: about an sero- 
plane myself, 1 relied upon tevant 


to help matters, for it was the fan of 
the propeller that was damaged, and 
there was no way to fix it. He could 
only put on all the force there was in 
the engine and guide the machine over 
such territory as would be best to fall 
on in case there came a .sudden col- 
lapee, Unfortunately, beneath us were 
leafless trees whose branches scemed 
to be ready to recelre us on their 
sharp polnts like bristling bayonets. In 
looking down at them J felt more fear 
than at any time of the fight, for I 
‘was unoccupied. 

It, was soon very evident that we 
would never get our machine back to 
our lines, and sloce ‘we must come to 
earth in’ an enemy's country, {if our 
tuachinéry did pot give out so as to 
drop us suddenly to.death, we would 
doubtless be made prisoners, which I 
dreaded more than almost any other 
calamity. 

By skilifal management the lieuten- 
ant kept us affoat ull it was quite 
dark and we bad reached a polnt not 
many miles from otr ines. Then we 
came to earth {on a‘ field covered with 
snow. Looking back through what re- 
malned of ibe twhight, 1 saw what 
looked ke a bird coming through the 
alr, I knew it for an aeroplane and 
surmised that it belonged to tbe en- 
emy, for doubtless all our machines 
that had not been captured had gone 
On ahead. Quite likely those in the 
coming aeroplane bad seen us go down 
and would popnce upon us. 

The Neutenant and 1 consulted bur- 
tiedly how we might escape capture 
We had our side arms and could fight. 
but within the enemy's lines such a 
course was not advisable. There were 
doubtless German troops about us, but 
if we could conceal ourselves we might 
eventually get within our Unes. We 
felt sure we were in Belgium and 
would therefore hdve what assistance 
the citizens we might fall in with 
could give us, 

It occurred to me to go as far as poe- 
sible from our wrecked acroplanc and 
burrow in the snow; but the leutenant 


suggested that our tracks would con- 


duct those looking for us to our hiding 

place. Hearing the jingle of slelgh- 

belis, we moved in that direction, ex- 

pecting at least to nd a road. We 

found one and a house on ft. Entering, 

we asked the persons there Sf they~ 
were Belgians, and‘ when they replied 

affirmatirvelf we told them we were of 

the British aviator corps and asked 

them [f they would help us, 

Meanwhile the aeroplsne wo had 
seen came up and hovered over our 
wrecked machine, but it was now too 
dark for those In it to bunt for us to 
advantage. Our host told us that the 
road led to our lnes and the snow on 
it was so hardened that we would 
make no tracks, Tho German rear was 
about ten miles away and if we could 
pass it we might emerge among our 
own troops. “ 

We resolved to undertake It. Leay- 
ing tbe house, we had not gone far be- 
fore we heard some ove asking for us 
{n German. Fortunately we made no 
sound ou the packed snow and moved 
on as fast as our legs would carry us. 
We ran the greater part of the night 
and toward morning climbed a hill, 
from which we looked down on to the 
trenches, which we recognized by the 
desultdry fring that marked the line. 

We were perfectly safe. where we 
were, but it would be impossible to 
pass that line and get bebind our 
trenches, Toward noon we saw acro- 
planes rising from the Britlsh region 
and come toward ‘us as ff ‘recon- 
noitering. They were looking for such 
machines of our expedition as had 
been wrecked. : Nearer they came, and, 
the hill we were on being sereral hun. 
dred feet high. when they reached it 
one of them flew near enough for us to 
attract Its attention. It alighted in a 
clearing. took us aboard and returned 
with us to the other side of the line of 
trenches. :

CARNEGIE SLL HAS 
SIXTY MILLIONS 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—After giving 
away approximately $350,000,000, An- 
drow Carnegic {s said to have about 
$60,000,000. 

+ This assertion was made last night 
by a well-known American figancier, 
himself a multi-millionaire, and for 
many years closely associated with 
Mr. Carnegie as a fricnd and in busi- 
ness. 

“1 have noted,” sald this man, “that 
estimates of the amount of monoy Mr. 
iCarnegie still possesses have been as 
low as $20,000,00, but this indicates a 
lack of knowledge as to vast sums he 
had accumulated before the Carnegio 
Steel Company was taken over by the 
United States Steel Corporation. 

“I know that his bencfactions have 
swept away almost all of tho $207,- 
900,000 he recelved In bonds of the 
Steel Trust( but not before he had re- 
ceived millions of dollars in interest 
on these bonds. 

“He now has $60,000,000, possibly a 
littio more or a little less, consisting 
jin part of what he accumulated beforo 
the Carnegie Steel Company was dls- 
posed of.: 

“The Carnegie Steel Company. it 
must be remembered, was a big moncy 
maker almost from its beginning in 
1961 as the firm-of Carfiegic & Klo- 
man. In 1899, two years before it was 
absorbed by the Steel Trust, it mado a 
profit of $20,000,000.” 

Ten years ago Mr. “Carnegie’s in- 
come was estimated at $17,000,000. To 
the ‘President ofa Southern College, 
which he had endowed, he said at that 
time that his income was so large he 
found it diMficalt to get rid of it by

OTHER REGULATIONS. 

The following are 'the other regu- 
lations for the reserve militia: 

The reserve militia will consist of 
such units as are from time to time 
named by the Gorernpr-in-Council. 

Divisional and district commanders 
will be responsible for. the — reserve 
militia, as they are for other troops 
located in their dreas and districts. 

Units of the reserve militia may be 
associated with corresponding © nnits 
of the active militia. +f 

Anyone may be given a provisional 
coinmission in the reserve militia, but 
befote his appointment is confirmed he 
must qualify. 

Officers of the reserve militia will, 
Jas auch be junior ta officers of the 
active militia of the same rank as 
themselves. 

Officers of the reserye militia will 
not exercise command arer officers and 
men other than those of the reserve 
militia. . 

Officers and men will not be enlisted 
to transportation, subsistence, pay, or 
allowance, except whilo' on active ser- 
when they will be rated, rank for 
rank, as if they belonged to the active 
militia. 

Except while on active Bervicg, an 
officer of the reserve militia may. re- 
sign his commission at any time; and 
a man may claim his discharge after 
30 dass’ notice, in writing, to Ee com- 
manding officer. 

The gorernor-in-council may, at any 
time disband any unit, or portion of a 
unit, if he considers it advisable to do 
so.

Victor Carlstrom, the Swedish: avia- 
tor, completed yesterday a flight of 
600 miles; from Toronto to this city, 
in six hours and forty minutes. This 
means that he flew 600 miles at the 


‘average rate of a mile and a half.s 
minute, “which is one of the fastests 
distance flights known. 

Leaving Toronto ‘at 9.48 ° o'clock 
Wednesday morning, he landed at 
Binghampton at 1:31 o'clock in the 
afternoon. * Starting yeaterday from 
Binghampton at 2:10 o'clock in the 
afternoon, he flew over New York City 
end landed ‘on the Palisades, near* 
Fort Lee, N.J.,, at. 5:07 o'clock. ° His 
landing was perhaps the most re 
markable part of the flight. He was 
in darkness, and was forcdd to pick 
out, by its indistinct outlines, a va- 
cant ficld in which to descend. The 
machine came down at the rate of 
ferty miles an hour, without auy dam- 
age. i 

Mr. Carlatrom, who is o young, 
feir-haired man of diffident manner, 
related the story of his flight to a re- 
Porter from The Times last night at 
the Aero Club of America, 297 Madi- 
son Avenue. *

tance in one flight,”” he said, “and I 
would have done it, if.

How Housewives Can Utilize Apples 
That Now Go to Waste and 
/Make Delicious Trimming ‘for 
Maffins and Pancakes—Process 
Very Like Puttlog Up Fruit. 

To make one Gallon of apple sirup 
stir into seven gullons of apple cider 
five ounces of powdered calcium car- 
bonate (carbounte of Hime), which Is o 
low priced chemical, readily obtainable 
from a jocal drug store in the forin of 
precipitated chalk. Heat the cider and 
allow it to boll for a few mivutes. As 
the cider will foam slightly, it fs nec 
essary to use a vessel nt least one-third 
larger than the volume of cider. 
Where a large vessel Is not obtainable, 
the cider may be boiled in batches, 
Pour the elder, after bolling. into res- 
sels, preferably tajl glass pitchers or 
preserving Jars, which permit the con- 
dition of the liquid.to be observed. Al. 
low the liquid to settle until perfectly 4 
clear, This wil) take several hours or 
overnight. 

After the liquid 1s perfectly clear and 
shows a distinct sediment at the bot- 
tom pour off the clear portivn into the 
preserving kettle, being careful not to 
pour off apy of the sedimetit. -Add to 
‘the clear'iHquid a level teaspoonful of 
the carbonate of iime and again stir 
thoroughty.. The process is completed 
by bolling down the clear Nquid. Inas- 
much as the liquid when boiling down 
foams more than on the rst beating, 
the kettle should be only one-third full 
when boiling commences, Where ‘n 
Jarge kettle Is nut obtainable the liquid 
will bare to be boiled duwn in batches, 
Allow the Iquid to.boll rapidly. if 
the housewife has a candy thermome- 
ter she should allow the Iquld to boil 
until it reaches 220 decrees Fahrenbelt. 
Where bo such thermometer Ix at bund 
boll the Nquid until tt reaches’ about 
one-seventh of the original voluine or 
until a small portion when cooled ray 
Sdiy_ and poured from n.gpoon shows 
abont the xame cunsiastency a” maple 
sirup.

temperature there will be found a 
white sediment, which is known to 
chemists as malate of lime, a’ harmless 
compound of the ime and the acid of 
the apples. This is identical with’ the 
product known as maple sand, which 
occurs naturally when maple sap is 
boiled down into sirup. When the set- 
Ulng has been completed carefully pour 
off the clear portion of the sirup into a 
kettle, heat nearly to boiling and pour 
hot into sterilized fruit, jars, which 
should be at once sealed as in preserv- 
ing. $ 

Another method would be to pour 
tho sirup cold into the bottles or jars 
and sterilize and seal just as with fruit, 
Inasmuch as tho sediment at the bot- 
tom in no way affects the sirup, those 
who prefer may at once transfer the 
boiling sirup from the preserving ket- 
tle into sterilized jars or bottles and 
seal immediately. When using the sirup 
simply pour off the clear portion, leay- 
ing the sediment, which is not eaally 
disturbed, at the bottom. 

The housewife who has made this 
sirup will find that she bag a clear 
ruby colored product possibly varying 
from a deep ruby red to lighter. shades, 
according to the character of apples 
used fn making the cider, This sirup, 
which is similar in consistency to ma- 
ple sirup, can be uxed like any other 
table slrop. If made in accordance 
With these directions it will have o 
dclicate nnd novel flavor, xomewhat 
aimilac tu that of the sugar which 
forma when apples are baked.” It wil}
